DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

4. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-9 and 15-17 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
made of record does not disclose a polymer electrolyte composition or a non-aqueous 
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electrolyte secondary cell containing a polymer electrolyte composition of the structure, 
General formula (1 ), as recited in claim 1 and a salt or metal ion of Group 1 or 2 of the 
Periodic table: wherein R 1 represents either a substituted or unsubstituted alkyl or 
alkoxy group; R 2 represents a substituted or unsubstituted alkyl or alkoxy group; and at 
least one of R 1 and O-R 2 includes an alkoxycarbonyl group; M represents silicon, boron 
or a metal element; and n represents the valence of M. Nor does the prior art made of 
record disclose any method of making the above mentioned polymer electrolyte 
composition in any process or form. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

a. U.S. Patent No. 4,798,773 to Yasukawa et al. teaches a solid electrolyte 
composition having a high ion concentration and comprising a monomer with an 
electrolyte salt compound 

b. U.S. Patent No. 5,362,493 to Skotheim et al. teaches a polymeric cathode 
material formed from a composite of radiation cross linked polymers based on a 
polysiloxane backbone
